,.oui- inspecting the army and review- 
;„.' tho column-from the new camp to 
the rear of the line, a distance of fully 
six hundred feet. 


The line of march was direct from a 


lower, to a higher level, over a broken 
•ind rocky surface and scanty soil. 
They were all laden with eggs or 
larva, in pupa) sacks, which they car- 
ricd in their strong mandibles or jaws, 
except the Hankers and the rearguard. 
They moved in ranks of threes, fours 
aud fives, with a. flanker to about every 
three ranks. The Hankers were soldier 
ants rather smaller than the heavy 
infantry of the line that were com- 
,aou carriers, and rushed about in a 
tierce and threatening manner, one or 
two feet from the moving column,with 
their feelers,- (antennas) like drawn 
swords, high elevated and challenging 
everything that moved across or ob- 
structed their path.

They scout and beat up the 
territory in every direction in arcs of, 
small circles, meeting comrades "a 
coming or a going," when they stop 
and demand the countersign, so to 
speak, rubbing their feelers (antenna)) 
together, report progress and speed off 
again on a larger circle to repeat hun- 
dreds of times the same act- It is 
through these antennai that they com 
municatc and also smell the scented 
trail of their companions, which sense 
is so unerring that they never stray so 
far from camp as to be nnable to re- 
turn thither at will. 
They scatter 


their peculiar colony scent over every 
inch of ground they traverse, and thns 
set np "metes and bounds" to their ter- 
ritory and establish their claim, and 
forage and hunt there as long as food 
and game are plentiful. When these 
fail or an euemy threatens them, or 
rains disturb them or accidents befall 
them, they resume their nomadic life,

A FLOATING EMBANKMENT. 


How Engineers In Imlia Overcome an Ob- 


stacle In Railroad Building. 


On the Calcutta and Southeastern 


railroad of. India an unusual construc- 
tion has been successfully resorted to ts 
carry the double-tracked railway lines 
over very soft, wet ground, which was 
teo unstable to support ordinary filling, 
says the Indian Engineer. 
At the 


point where the railway crosses the 
Pilallce the river flows in on artificial 
channeL It formerly made a bend at 
this point, which carried the stream 
about four hundred feet to the west of 
its present course, and It thus became 
necessary to carry the embankment 
which forms the western approach of 
the bridge across the old channel, tho 
bottom of which was sixty feet below 
high-water mark and eighty-three feet 
below the level of the line. Accord- 
ingly the new cut having been exca- 
vated, and the lower end of the old 
bed bunded with sand bags to'facili- 
tate silting, the embankment was com- 
menced by throwing In earth from the 
western bank. 


The soil of the locality, like that of 


the Suuderbunds generally, however, 
is a soft loam, highly absorptive of 
water, so that the earth thrown iu 
speedily 
formed a semi-fluid slush, 


which flowed out on both sides, filling 
up the old channel, and then (lowing 
out at one or both ends into the river. 
No efforts could succeed In raising the 
embankment above- the level of high 
water, and a quantity of bamboos 
which were laid down with a view to 
impede the lateral motion of the earth, 
after settling together with thu em- 
bankment, reappeared after a few 
weeks some two hundred feet oft on 
the line of outflow. At length the en- 
gineers, finding that there was no hnpj 
of the earth attaining sufficient solidity 
to bear the weight cf the embankment 
as hitherto attempted, adopted the ex- 
pedient of constructing a great float 
on the same elementary principle, al- 
though differently applied in construc- 
tion, as that adopted with so much 
success by George Stephenson at tho 
Chat Moss.
